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A reviewer has objected to Appellant's Brief of 12 September 2005, because of the section titled "Summary of Example Embodiments." 
Under the new rules, now included in MPEP 1205, this section should be titled "Summary of claimed subject matter." Also, this section of 
the Brief should refer explicitly to each of the independent claims, with reference to the specification by page and line number (and to the 
drawing, if any, by reference figure) as set forth in (v) of MPEP 1205. 

It appears to the examiner that the discussion of section (V) of the Brief does mention each of the relevant features of the claims on 
appeal, and refers in a general way to the relevant parts of the specification, but the reviewer is correct in noting that no specific claim 
numbers are included in the discussion, and no specific correlation is provided between claim limitations per se, and specific page and line 
numbers of the specification. The reviewer is familiar with the expectations of the Board, as set forth in remands currently being received in 
the tech center, and apparently the specific references to claim numbers, and page.and line numbers of the specification, are required by 
the Board to avoid remand. 

So, what is needed is a new section (V) of the Brief, titled "Summary of claimed subject matter," and including in the section some 
discussion of each of the independent claims on appeal, referring to the specification by page and line number, and to. the drawings by 
reference character, as part of an explanation of the subject matter of that claim. 

The reviewer noted approval of all of the other sections of the Brief, as well as the form and content of the Examiner's response in an 
Answer, so the examiner is reasonably confident that the appeal can proceed normally, following submission by Appellant of a new section 
(V) of the Brief.
